High-Priced Rats. 

The average cost of catching and 
killing a rat infected with bubonic 
plague in the city of Seattle has been 
about $3500 apiece since the anti-rat 
crusade was started. There have been 
nine plague rats caught and executed 
at a total cost of $31,500. It has cost 
San Francisco $2500 for each bubonic 
rat since the California city’s crusade 
started, but more infected rats have 
heen captured there, so that the per 
capita price is smaller, although the 
cost of the crusade there has been 
about seven times greater. This infor- 
mation is given by Dr. Frank 8. 
Bourns, special sanitation commission- 
er in charge of the bubonic plague 


fight. 

Of course, the work of the rat brig- 
ade has included cleaning up the city 
generally; wiping out possible plague 
spots and killing thousands of non- 
lague rats, but the viribic

Commission, opposing Lhe proposition to | 
give a franchise in the river-bed to the 
Los Augeies Harbor Railroad Company. 
There is quite general oposition to the 
plan, and those who ought to know 
day there le little likelihood of the 
franchise new going through, in the 
face of -the sentiment developed. The 
lat ter, among other things, includes 
the following: 

“The Harbor Commission considers 
that the bed of the Los Angeles River 
provides for the city a natural and 
practical inlet and outlet for its com- 
merce to and from deep water at San 
Pedro harbor, and that therefore, in the 
discharge of our duty, we are bound 
to take notice of the filing of this ap- 
plication, and to advise you of our at- 
titude toward the granting of the fran- 
chise.”

“There must be some agreement 
reached between the companies and the 
people or the conductors will be held 
to strict account for assaults made by 
them,“ said Justice Frederickson.

The amount of money which American farmers 
lose every year through bad roads is appalling.

Until recently road building in the United States

Meetings have been held and resolutions have been 
passed and miles of able editorials have been writ- 
It is now about time that we 
‘should begin to build good roads on the ground 
as well as on paper.
